OAKLAND TO VOTE 
ON HARBOR BONDS 


CAKLAND, Sept. 28.—A bond issue 
of $9,960,000 to provide :funds for a 
‘greater Oakland harbor was set. to- 
day by the city council for Tuesday, 
November 10. The date of the elec- 
tion was set following the passage 
of a resolution that the public nec- 
essity demands action toward build- 
ing an. adequate harbor and that 
there is not sufficient money for that 
purpose in the tax funds.
